"On lately. had fome account of his Convitions for Perjury, and 
- alſo the clear proof that was againſt him, Bur here (together 
with an account of his Puniſhment,) is a true Relation of. his 
Behaviour both "Then, and ſince, (wiz.) He was firſt brought 
by Coach from the Priſon with a ſtrong Guard, and carry'd to the Sun:'[ a+ 
cvern in K.ftreet, where he ſtaid till the Courr far, then to the Hall, where 
(during the whole Tryal) he behav'd himſelf moſt Impudently ; Then 
he return'd to the ſame Houſe, and refreſht himſelf ; From thence he took 
Coach for his return to Priſon, but-the Rabble ſoon elpy'd him, and fol- 
low'd him with huge Exclamation, crying aloud, Hang, the Ropue, let bim 
: 20 no further; O the bloody Villain that hath been the death of, ſo many Inno. 
cent Men, beſides the Ruine of ſo many poor Familes ; and: ſo continued till 
they.came to Ivey-bridge in the Strand, where they began to abuſe the yery 
Officer that guarded'him from their Fury, inſomuch, that with hazard of 
their own lives, they got him out of the Coach, and clape him into the 
next Boat, and ſo got him ſafe to the Priſon ; where he no ſooner came 
bur he again began his old way of Railery againſt che King and Go- 
vernment, and was in fo grear paſſion, that for that Night he ſlept little, 
' And the next morning being brought up by Water, (for they would nor 
venture themſelves by Land,) and carry'd to the {ſatne Houle, he ſtill re- 
tain'd his old Impudence, and carry'd it along with-him even into the 
very Court, as appear'd by his zmpertinent Queſtions, and RefleFtons upon 
thoſe worthy Perlons who gave teftimony againſt him. Upon the' ſe. 
cond Conviction, he withdrew again to the SN avern, where, to avoid 
the tumult, chey ſtaid ſomewhat late, theh flipt him inro a Boat, and fo 
conducted him fafe to the Priton ; wherehe remain d very fullen, & more 
| abuſive than-ever, his old Cronies hardly eſcaping his ill language, gc.
